Purpose of the articulation component is to 
provide linkage between educational systems which assist all students in making a smooth 
transition from one level to another without experiencing delays, duplication of coursework, or 
loss of credit. The relatively new program is first being offered at Lake Attendance Center with 
assistance provided by the Forest/Scott Vocational-Technical Center and ECCC. 


Lake to offer Tech Prep program 


Officials from East Central 
Community College and Scott 
County Public Schools have entered 
an agreement that provides smooth 
transition from high school to col- 
lege for students enrolled in various 
technical programs. 

ECCC President Dr. Eddie M. 
Smith and Frank McCurdy, Scott 
County Superintendent of Educa- 
tion, officially signed the Coopera- 
tive Articulation Agreement during 
a meeting held on the Decatur 
campus. The relatively new pro- 
gram will be offered at Lake Atten- 
dance Center with assistance pro- 
vided by the Forest/Scott County 


Vocational/Technical Center and 
ECCC. 

Mrs. Maudean Sanders, Tech 
Prep Coordinator at East Central, 
said the articulation component of 
Tech Prep focuses on creating a 
smooth transition from secondary 
schools to a post-secondary setting 
for the workforce. This component 
involves identification of articula- 
tion linkage points, establishment 
of action teams to link secondary 
and post-secondary components of 
the total Tech Prep program, and 
the creation of sequential courses of 
study for all students enrolled in the 
Initiative programs. 


What exactly is Tech Prep? 

Mrs. Sanders explained Tech 
Prep means .PREParation for 
TECHnologies. The program is de- 
signed to help students receive 
training needed for rewarding ca- 
reers in technical, industrial, busi- 
ness, allied health and public ser- 
vice areas. Tech Prep means taking 
specially designed high school 
courses that “teach” students how 
English, math and science concepts 
are used in different careers. "By 
using this method, students learn 
the 'why’ as well as the ‘how,” said 
Mrs. Sanders, who added the Union

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Municipal Tech Prep Pilot School is 
using the described approach in its 
Algebra I, English | and biology 
classrooms. 

In describing the recently signed 
agreement between ECCC and 
Scott County schools, Mrs, Sanders 
said, the articulation process can be. 
characterized “as a process, an atti- 
tude and a goal.” 

"As a process, it is the coordina- 
tion of policies and practices among 
sectors of the education system to 
produce a smooth flow of students 
from one sector to another. As an 
attitude, it is exemplified by the 
willingness of educators in all sec- 
tors to work together to transcend 
the individual and institutional sclf- 
interest that impedes the maximum 
development of the student. As a 
goal, it is the creation of an educa- 
tional system without artifical divi- 
sions, so that the whole educational 
period becomes one unbroken flow, 
which varies in speed for each indi- 
vidual, and which eliminates loss of 
credit, delays and unnecessary du- 
plication of effort," she said. 

Officials at East Central and 
Scott County said they look forward 
to working together and continuing 
to provide the best education pos- 
sible for all students.

ECcCcCc is reasoning was both sound 
and reasonable, 

In a May 9, 1989, letter to Bill 
Ward, president of the Mississippi 
Community and Junior College 
Athletic Directors, ECCC president 
Dr. Eddie M. Smith stated the 
reasons why ECCC needed addi- 
tional recruiting area. 

Limited population from which to 
draw from was one factor. Just like 
with high schools, all junior college 
districts aren't created equal in size. 
Unlike with high schools, however, 
there are no classifications to take 
those differences into consideration. 

Case in point. ECCC has five coun- 
ties in its district, while Northwest 
has 11. Why should today’s kids be 
doomed to repeated athletic failure 
because someone was asleep at the 
wheel many years ago? It’s no fun 
being the sacrificial lamb week 
after week after week. 

‘We believe that our reasons for 
requesting special consideration 
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with ei to the wuit-olstate 
recruiting areas/quotas are equal- 
ly as valid as those of sp 
Mississippi Community Colleg 
Smith said in that letter to Ward. 
“We respectfully request your con- 
sideration for fair and equal treat- 
ment.” 

In a December 20, 1989, letter to 
Dr. Billy B. Thames, president of 
Copiah-Lincoln Community College, 
Smith echoed those same feelings 
and concluded, ‘‘We believe our past 


record and the other information 


related in this letter substantiate our 
request for consideration. Your help 
will be greatly appreciated.”’ 

Obviously, it was realized that 
help was needed. 

And it came to pass that the other 
presidents agreed that ECCC and 
Southwest needed some help if they 
were to compete with the Hinds, the 
Joneses, the Gulf Coasts, and the 
Northwests of the world. 

Only ECCC never came through 
with the money for its “Tuscaloosa 
10°’ .., until now ... four long years 
after the fact. 

That meant ECCC fans have had 
to endure some mighty bad football. 
The four-year record since ECCC 
could have helped itself is 10-29-1 
with 11 of the last 17 losses being 
whippings of 24 points or more. The 
Warriors were 4-6 in both 1990 and 
1991, 1-9 in 1992, and 1-8-1 in 1993. 

Just when help was apparently on 
the way, in a May 23, 1990, letter to 
then head football coach A.J. 
Kilpatrick, Smith said, ‘‘Because of 
our current budget constraints and 
because of the prevailing attitude of 
some of our Board members, super- 
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visors, legislators, and area citizens 
regarding the amount of money that 
we spend on out-of-state athletes, we 
will not implement the ‘Tuscaloosa’ 
provision using institutional funds. 

‘Further, we need to make a con- 
certed effort to reduce the number 
of out-of-state athletes in all sports 
to the extent possible from this point 
forward.” 

Several board members, however, 
have said the matter never came up 
in board meetings on an official 
basis. They had no idea what the 
‘Tuscaloosa provision’ was. 

This fall, ECCC is finally coming 
up with the cash for the full allot- 
ment of 10 Tuscaloosans. 

“Sure it’s a help,’ said Reese 
Bridgman, 2-17-1 entering his third 
season as ECCC head coach. ‘“‘When 
you add up the (population) num- 
bers within our district versus the 
numbers in other districts, there is 
definitely a disparity in the numbers 
that are available. We don’t have as 
many people to choose from. We 
don’t have the large numbers of 4A 
and 5A high schools.” 

ECCC’s district has no 5A schools, 
only two 4As, and four 3As. The re- 
maining 15 are either 1A or 2A 
(public and private). 

Sure Louisville, Neshoba Central, 
Forest, Carthage, Philadelphia, and 
Morton have good programs, but 
would you want to try to make a liv- 
ing recruiting from Thomastown, 

Union, Winston Academy, 
Noxapater, Nanih Waiya, Choctaw 
Central, Leake Academy, South 
Leake, Scott Central, Sebastopol, 
and Newton County Academy? 
Count carefully; that’s over half of 
your in-district schools,

ECCC’s nightmare continues 


B Twilight Zone claims 
Warriors as its victims.

You wouldn't think there would be 
any way a team that was 0-3 could 
possibly be overconfident, but East 
Central Community College head 
football coach Reese Bridgman 
thought that was just the cause of 
his team’s 28-12 loss to Gulf Coast 
last Thursday in Decatur. 

With their worst performance to 
date of the 1994 season, the Warriors 
fell to 0-4 overall and 0-2 in the South 
Division. The loss extended the War- 
riors’ winless streak to 10. The 
school record is 11 as the 1984 team 
went 0-10 and the 1985 squad drop- 
ped its season opener. 

“It was worse than Co-Lin,” 
Bridgman said of his latest loss. 

In their 29-14 loss at Co-Lin, the 
Warriors fell behind 22-0 before stag- 
ing a late comeback that saw them 
get to within 22-14 with the ball. 

“We just didn’t play very well at 
any point with the exception of a 
short period of time during the third 
quarter,’ Bridgman said. ‘‘We step- 
ped up and played a little better 
defensively then, but one reason we 
played better was because they were 
being conservative and (GCCC head 
coach J.C. Arban) pulled out his best 
quarterback for the other guy. 

“T just didn't think we played very 
well and I don’t really have a good 
excuse for it.” 

As has been the case in three of 
ECCC’s first four games, the opposi- 
tion got a touchdown on its first 
possession. 

Facing third-and-1 at his 31, ECCC 
freshman quarterback Bobby Breen 
fumbled with Gulf Coast’s Jacco 
Cooper recovering at the 22. An- 
thony Skinner scored on a 2-yard run 
with 12:31 to go in the first quarter. 
Doug Thompson added the first of 
his four extra points. 

The Bulldogs didn’t do anything 
the Warriors didn’t expect on the 
drive. 

‘This bunch did exactly what we 
thought they were going to do,’ 
Bridgman said. *‘One thing that hurt 
us tonight was we came out real flat 
and unemotional.

ECCC halted the Bulldogs’ next 
possession when Eddie Hunt picked 
off a pass at his 15. 

The next GCCC drive resulted in 
points as 6-foot-6 sophomore 
quarterback Nicky Savoie found 
tight end Wendell Davis open for a 
28-yard score with 1:45 left in the 
first period.

PEER found the ex-Alabaman

Ironically, the state Personne! 
Board, whose vice-chairman and key 
member is Billy Powell, of Brandon, 
chairman of the Mississippi 
Republican Party, did an evaluation of 
Phillips’ work experience and came up 
with a total of 129 months (a little over 
10 years). It used not only his political 
jobs, but also credited him with addi- 
tional months based on_ his un- 
documented claim that he had work- 
ed 60 hours a week in the Fordice cam- 
paign, and overtime in his other jobs, 

Instances of his doubtful veracity 
popped up in Phillips’ background. 
For one, in his job application with the
